Froper methods of Instructing pu- 
pils in history was (he theme of an 
excellent addrers delivered this after- 
noon by Prof. U F. Snow, dean of 
the department of education, of the 
Kentucky State university, at tho 
High school auditorium. The address 
waa replete with splendid points for 
the teachers of the city schools and 
the High school student*, who com- 
|K>ae<l the audience. Dr. Snow la a 
pleaalng speaker, and he showed a 
clear Insight Into his subject. 

In the beginning Dr. Snow aald 
"no man livoth to himself and no 
man dieth to himself." Man ia not 
a social outcome but a social unit; 
he la a part of his envlromeut; and 
In his life truth and justice event- 
ually will prevail. He said the great 
purpose of teaching history la to 
show the inter-relation of all branch- 
es of the human family; and that the 
four essentials of successful teaching 
are apontankity, enthusiasm, versatil- 
ity and fervent patriotism. 

Ha associated Kentucky with a 
piomlnont part in the hit-lory of the 
( nlted States, and said that a native 
son thculd not be ashamed of the 
l>nrt hla forefathers had taken. He 
linked the names of Henry Clay. 
Abraham Lincoln and Jefferson Davie 
as men of great power, who had ln- 
• • ••• •! Die nation. With dramatic 

effect he told the story of the battle 
of New Orleans as related by the 
Kngllsfi soldiora. He said they fear- 
el not the roar of the cannon for ev- 
er soldier realised that he stood a 
cliance, but In the lines were the 
marksmen of the Kentucky frontiers, 
ai d every time a rifle waa raised a 
-i oi sped with unerring aim. and a 
Ilritlah soldier dropped. 

He devoted several minutes of his 
address to tracing of history of Eu- 
ropean coiintriea with America. He 
s.ild that the periods ©f influence of 
the Called States In the advancement 
and progress have been e|>ochs of 
peace. Dr. Snow ia optimistic nr. I 
he Insisted that the national spirit 
tmrns as brightly today a* In the 
early days of the republic. He said 
that the brave dee da of our fore- 
fathers inspire the American people,

Paris. March 2'.' —Rule* and regu- 
latlona controlling the navigation of 
the air designed to meet the new and 
complex problems arising from the 
development of aviation have been 
formulated by the Aero rlub of 
Frame and have been submitted to 
the French government aa the basla 
for a ntUoaal law. The code elab- 
orated after much study, alms to 
meet the rights and interest* of all 
— of the aeroplanlst and balloonist 
flying through spare and of the man 
and man s property on the earth be- 
low. 

Following are some of the club s 
suggestion*: 

Aerial craft, whether aeroplane or 
dirigible balloon, must not circulate 
lower than 160 feet above private 
property. 

Flight above cities requires a per- 
mit from the municipalities. 

Flight In a fog is not allowed, and 
the transportation of explosives, ex- 
cept hunting ammunition, are pro- 
hibited. 



The selection of general aerial 
routes is recommended as a way of 
avoiding collisions, and aeroplanes 
and dirigible balloons should keep 
off a certain distance from spherical 
balloons, to the end that If explos- 
ions or other accidents happen to 
the dirigible machines the 
may not be endangered. 

For the protection of 
naula It Is recommended the pro- 
prietors of high buildings and other 
structure* be required to illuminate 
their roperty at night at each legel 
of r. r >0 feel, while all electric wire* 
and conduit* strung above 150 feet 
from the gronnd should be marked 
each 600 feet with a white flag by 
day and a white light by night. Oth- 
er suggestions relate the establish- 
ment of "aerial ports of access" to 
large cities.

diaries J. O'Malley 
To the msny in Kentucky who 
ktiew Charles J. O'Malley personally 
the news of his death in Chicago laat 
Saturday will come with something 
of the force of a personal bereave- 
ment. To the many who knew him 
only through his contributions to 
current literature there will be a 
sense of profound regret that he ha* 
laid down his pen forever. 

O'Malley waa born and spent 
the greater part of bis life on a farm 
in Union county. His literary bent 
In his early youth, and 
bat he attended St 
Vincent s Academy, near bis paternal 
home, until his departure from Ken- 
tucky, be was a frequent contributor 
to the local papers of his county. He 
wrote poetry of a high order, much 
of which in former yeara found Its 
way Into leading magaiines and news 
p*pera. Since leaving hit farm in 
1S93 he had been the editor of a 
number of Roman Catholic publica- 
tions, Including tue Midland Review, 
of Lebanon, and Louisville; the Ob 
server, of Pittsburgh; the Catholic 
Telegraph, of Cincinnati; the Sun. of 
Syracuse, N. Y.. and the New World, 
of Chicago For some years he was 
a resident of Louisville, and for a 
time during hla residence her* he 
conducted a literary magatlne known 
as the Illustrated South. He was a 
writer of high repute in the Catholic 
world and hla services were In such 
demand that In recent years he had 
devoted no large amount of his time 
to poetic composition. 

Mr O'Malley was a true son of the 
soil and an ardent lover of nature. 
He trad the gift of seeing "books in 
brooks and sermons In stones," and 
be wrote luminously of what he saw. 
With the poet's keener vision he aaw 
the beautlea of wood and field, the 
lessons of the froatball and the sum- 
mer rains. There was Inspiration to 
to him in the songs of the birds. In 
the whistle of the plowboy. In the 
shimmer of the growing wheat, In 
the rustling or the leaves. In the 
sparkle of the dew. In all the myTiad 
voices and manifestations of nature. 
Of these things he wrote most fre- 
quently, and he wrote faithfully and 
aately and w*U. 

It It flttlng that he should sleep 
In the shadow of the old academy or 
"a. near the home of his 
birth, surrounded by the quiet rural

Nl- 
trogon, one of the three most important 
chemical elements in the soil, con be 
obtained from the air Id unlimited 
quantities by tbe use of legumes, such 
as clover uud alfalfa The other two. 
phosphorus and potassium, are present 
In m<N»t soils in fairly large quantities, 
slthuugh much of tbe supply Is In 
unsvallsble form Uood tillage and 
well planned rotatluus do much to 
make these elements available. When 
the total supply liecomes low it can 
be renewed by the application of ferti- 
lizers. Thla la all. however, that fer- 
tilisers will do. They will not Im- 
prove the physical coudltlou of the 

The use of liberal amount* of clover 
In the rotation will add to tbe humus 
supply of the aoll uud so Increase its 
moisture holding capacity. Humus 
acta like a aponge. forming a store- 
bouse for water that would otherwise 
be wasted. Humus slso Improves tbe 
physical condition of the soil, making 
It lighter and mellower. Take a pan 
f"l of clay and a panful of rich black 
surface soli, wet them thoroughly snd 
place them In tbe sun. When tbe clay 
Is dry It will be baked almost as bard 
as a brick, while a little stirring will 
make the black dirt as mellow as ever. 
This difference In the two eoils Is due 
solely to humus. 

The humus supply cannot be main- 
tained by tbe use of clover unless a 
crop Is plowed under at frequent in- 
tervals. It takes considerable time 
for tins clover to na enough to form 
humus, and the turning under of so 
targe an amouut of green matter at 
once is liable to make the land "sour " 
This condition can be corrected by the 
use of lime, but this means trouble

Tbe resulting manure will do 
the soli almost as much good us tbe 
clover would if turn-. I under. Thus 
both tbe feeding and fertilizing values 
sre oUalued from It. By using a regular 
rotutlou with clover and 
the rough feed aud most of tlie grain 
oo tbe farm the soli can be brought 
up to a very hlgb state of productivity 
and kept 
of time. 

In an experiment at the Ohio experi- 
ment station where manure was ap- 
plied ev-ery three years to a rotation 
of corn, wheat and clover at the rate 
of eight tone to tbe acre the average 
Increase In yield was 14.7 bushels of 
com. H3f» bushels of wheat and flS6 
pounds of . .over. The value of tbe 
increased yields due to tbe eight tons 
of msnure was 117.32, or 12.17 per ton 
for tbe manure. This waa for manure 
tbnt was obtained In tbe o|H>n yard. 
Manure that bad been trumped down 
In sheds where It was under shelter 
had a value of K.Vb |s»r tou In lucreas 
ed crop yields. 

The results obtnlned on a little run- 
down farm In I'enusylvauln strikingly 
show whnt can be done with mnniire 
This farm was so badly exhausted 
that It would produce scarcely any 
thing. Dairying was lntrod..c.-d and 
the manure npplled to tbe laud. After 
a few years of such treatment and 
wit .out the addition of any commcr 
clal fertilisers whatever the produe 
tlvlty of the form waa so greatly In 
creased that nn annunl revenue of |"_UU 
to the acre was received from It. 

Tbe effect of manure contluues for 
s great ninny years after Its applies 
tlon. Experiments with manured and 
uumsnured land bare shown thst the 
yield in the manured plots wns con- 
siderably greater twenty years sfter 
the last application of manure was 
made. * 

Applying Manure. 

The best results sre obtained, how 
ever, when manure hi applied fre- 
quently and In comparatively small 
amounts. For the ordinary Held 
crops sn application of eight tons to 
the acre Is sufficient at one time. To 
get the required amount on each 
at e and to get it applied evenly a 
spreader Is n necessity. Manure spread 
evenly over the ground is much more 
effective thau that thrown about in

large chunks, as is usually done, wltb 
a pitchfork. Still worse Is tbe prac- 
tice of droppllig the manure In piles, 
leavlug It nearly all winter nnd tbeu 
toward spring scattering it about with 
a fork. In addition to spreadlug the 
manure more evenly, tbe sp-." * .r 
saves work enough to warrant any 
one who has much stock in buying 
one. 

Tbe spreader abould be kept in use 
practically tbe year round. Manure 
left In the open yard for six mouths) 
loses nearly half its fertilizing value. I 
Manure kept in sheds does not lose In 
value nesrly so rapidly. A practice _ 
that is sometimes followed on dairy 
farms Is to have a shed In connection 
with tbe barn, keeping tbe cows In this 
shed most of tbe time, turning them 
Into the bnrn only long euough to be 
milked. A plan that Is preferable to 
this Is to have a small shed over the 
door where the manure Is thrown out. 
The spreader can be backed Into thla

Chicago. March 29.— That Alex- 
ander J. Moody, whose death on 
February 20 was attributed to pto- 
maine poisoning, really died from 
the effects of arsenic, waa the start- 
ling asertlon made by Coroner Hoff- 
man. 

That the poison was contained in 
a hamburger steak eaten by the de- 
ceased seems clear to the authori- 
ties. No arrettts have been made 
but a woman of Moody's household 
and one of hia employee are under 
surveillance. 

Moody inherited the fortune of 
his father, founder of the pie firm of 
Moody ft Waters. Moody occupied 
a fine residence In this city, owned 
a summer residence in Wisconsin, 
and a farm at St. Charles, III. 

The rest of tbe family partook of 
the meat without ill effects. Moody 
ate a left-over portion left In the lec 
box. prepared by Agnes Hartwlck. a 
servant. Miss Hartwlck ate bread 
dipped in the gravy from tbe 
and was taken violently HI. 

Dr. P. 8. Hartman was called to 
attend Moody, but the patient died 
while the servant recovered. 

Dr. Hartman admits securing the 
remaining portion of the steak and 
giving it to Dr. Walter Haines, the 
chemist whose name is familiar in 
the Swope case at Kansas City, for 
anlysis. The latter, In a report to 
the coroner, which was suppressed 
until today, stated that the meat 
contained enough arsenic to have 
killed half a dozen persons. The 
kidneys, heart and stomach of the 
decedent, according to the coroner, 
also showed pronounced traces of 
the poison. 

Detectives have kept a close watch 
on all who might shed any light on 
the mystery. An officer Is at St 
Charles, III. Peter Peterson, also 
Wioun an Peter Relley, in the em- 
ploy of the Moody household for fif- 
teen years. Is said to be there. He 
had a room at the Moody residence. 

A year ago Moody Is said to have 
narrowly escaped poisoning In some 
soup. A servant, who had previous- 
ly tasted it was later seized with 
.ramps. Moody merely tasted the 
dish. 

Peterson, or Relley was then at the 
but left before tne meal, re- 
turning later, according to Miss Hart 
wick. 

Moody 'h attorneys deny the report 
that a 130,000 check destined for 
Kansas City disappeared at the time 
of Moody's death. 

Moody Is said to have carried In- 
surance of 115.00 Jn favor of bis 
wife. Her maiden name was Anne 
Olson. They were married twenty- 
five years ago.
